The Bock; Mountain News, the largest 


and ablest paper published in Oolorada, is 
edited by Hon. Thomas M. Patterson, 
formerly Democratic, Congressman from 
Colorado. It is an avowed advocate ol free 
coinage and it now repudiates Mr. Cleve- 
land, who it says is Wall Street's candidate 
M much as Mr. Harrison is Wall Street's 
candidate, and it opposes bis election to 
the Presidency, .

Donovan and William Bailey, tbe delegates 
to the Chicago Convention, say as between 
Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Harrison there can 
be TJO choice to free coinage men.

In the present campaign the contest ia 


not between Republicans and Democrats, 
bat between tbe gold men of the Eastern 
States and Europe, who are ranged on one 
side, and the farmers and industrial classes 
of the agricultural States of the Woet and 
Sonth and the whole people of the silver 
prodnoing States on the other.

Clergett was arraigned on a 
charge of raping Divine' 15-year-oM sister 
Sarah and pleaded guilty. He was re- 
manded for sentence, aud as he walked to- 
ward the prisoner's pen Divins arose aud 
tkolding a derringer to Clergett's breast, 
fired before he could be restrained. 
The 


victim fell dead Instantly. The court room 
was in confusion, the women screaming 
and fleeing and the men endeavoring to 
reach the murderer and victim. Divins 
was very collected and went out with two 
policemen. 
In the corridor he became 


hysterical and oried aloud for his sister. 


He was taken before the Coroner and 


committed at once. General sympathy is 
expressed for 
Divins, whose brain is 


thought to have been turned by tbe ruin of 
his lister. 


Hardly bad the excitement caused by 


Clergett's murder subsided when another 
scene interrupted a trial in the same build 
ing. 
Tbe case of John Hied charged with 


assaulting an 8-year-old girl, bad jaet 
closed when a man in tbe audience sprang 
to his feet and yelled: "Who's got a ropel 
get a ropel" He was quioly pounced npon 
by officers and taken from the building 
but was not arrested. He explained that 
bis little daughter has a charge of a simi- 
lar character pending against a man and 
his feelings were aroused by the summing 
up ot the District Attorney.

SILVER DBMONKT1Z\TIO». 


Silver was dr monetized iu 1873, secretly. 


In a speech in the United Stales Senate in 
1878, wht-n what wua calUd the Bland bill 
was pending before that body, »nJ after it 
had passed the Hoose of Representatives, 
Mr. James G. Bluine^tookthe position that 
silver, as w»ll as gold, was the constitutional 
money of the United States of America, and 
that it was the dnty of Congress to provide 
for its coinage. 
While Mr. Bliine was 


making' that speech, Mr. Yoorheefl of 
Indiana, a leading Democrat, asked the 
privilege of putting a question to Mr. 
Elaine, which was readily granted, and be 
auked Mr. Blaine, who, by the way, waa 
the Speaker of the House at the time the 
bill demonetizing silver waa poised, and 
its presiding officer, he asked if be knew 
at the time that the bill demonetizing silver 
was passed thut it had been passed, and 
Mr. Blaine snid " no; he didn't know it" 
Then Mr. Elaine aked the gentleman from 
Indiana, Mr. Yoorbees, if be knew H, and 
Mr. Voorbees said " no." 


Two years after the bill wai passed, 


President Ulysses 8. Gract, in a message 
to Congress, recommended that 
there 


should be a large coinage of dollars and 
subsidiary silver coins to meet the require- 
ments of the Resumption Aot. The bill 
demonetizing silver had been passed so 
quietly that the President of the United 
States, who signed it, didn't know it.

In November, 1877, a bill for the free

They seem to regard ns as fools, and no 


donbt they will coutlnus to do so as lone 
as they can deoeive.us, by such platforms 
as have been adopted, by the Republican 
and Democratic parties, but I sadly mis- 
tube the tpitit of the movement of the Sil- 
ver Leagues ql Colorado and Nevada if the 
Democrats and Republicans have not made 
a mistake this time. 
This movement 


should have commenced eight years ago, 
but it is better lute than never. Mark my 
words, | say (o ypu that although Nevada 
is a little State in point of population, they 
will heat her veloe in the remotest parts of 
the oonntry. We don't oast a large elec- 
toral vote, bat we have as many Senators 
in the United Stake Senate as the great 
State of New York and more brains, and if 
they use the power they have, with the as-

Pocketbook* Tlit, Use. 


"1 can tell you the business of six men 


out of every ten who come in here, and 
the social standing of all of them, from 
the way they carry their money," said a 
Broadway ticket seller for one of the 
sound steamboat lines to a reporter. 


"Did you ever tliink how much of a 


person's individuality is expressed in his 
method of carrying his money? I see 
people every day get at their Change 
and have made a study of it. 


".That man," said the ticket seller, as 


an old gentleman who had purchased a 
pasteboard good for a trip to Boston 
went out. "isa retired banker. Did yon 
notice that he carried his money in a 
long morocco pocketbook? That pocket- 
book ia always carried in the inside 
pocket of his coat, on the right side. It 
contains a number of bright, clean bills, 
all neatly smoothed and laid out at fall 
length and right side up. He never 
folds a bill, I will venture a cigar. 


"The young broker or wholesale mer- 


chant carries his money in a small case 
made of seal or lizard skin. He folds 
the bills twice. His roll is never large, 
but he has enough on hand to meet any 
emergency. 


"The clubmen invariably carry a roll 


of clean five dollar bills in their vest 
pocket, where they can be easily reached. 
Some carry only gold. James Brown 
Potter favors gold, and usually caz-ries a 
few quarter eagles in a small silver case, 
into which t' e coins fit without rattling. 
Lispenard Stewart usually has a roll of 
new bills in his vest pocket. 


"The man who comes in and fishes 


from a deep trousers pocket a lot of one, 
two and five dollar bills that have been 
twisted up like a gun wadding I always 
set down as a sporting 'gent.' 


"The farmer on an excursion to 'Bos- 


ting' counts np the price of a ticket in 
qxir.rters and halves from a tan colored 
leather pouch that is 'tied up with a 
string run through small slits near the 
top. 
Tho seafaring man on his way tc 


his home ou the Maine coast carries the 
proceeds of his last trip in a calfskin 
wallet. It has been handed down from 
his father, or perhaps his grandfather, 
for it is black and shiny with age. It 
has a long strap passed through a num- 
ber of cross straps. The cross sections 
seldom have more in them than tobacco 
dust or a frayed taa receipt that shows 
that he owns a house. But in the cen- 
ter of the wallet is a place where bills 
may be laid out straight and covered 
with a calfskin flap from either side. 


"The man who carries change in his 


coat pockets lias been a car conductor 
at some time or other. The fellow who 
draws ten cent pieces from every pocket 
in his clothes is a peanut man or vender 
of small wares. 


"The women, too, have a variety of 


ways to carry their money, though their 
lack of pockets limits their vagaries in 
that direction. The young woman with 
fhiffy hair, who has tho price of her 
ticket rollod tightly in her palm, has a 
mysterious storage place for money 
somewhere. When she is not spending 
it she puts it where no man will ever go 
after it, but the place is accessible to 
her slim fingers in a second."—New 
York Press.
